John  A.  Field,  Jr.,  of  the  class  of  1932,  graduatinff 
with  an  A.B.  degree,  dons  the  ermine  as  .hidge  of  the 
Southern  District  of  West  Virginia.  Another  alumnus 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College  thus  takes  a  prominent 
j)lace  among  those  who  administer  justice.  Many  of  the 
sons  of  the  college  have  ornamented  the  bench.  Not  re- 
called at  the  moment  are  the  names  of  any  other  alumni 
on  the  federal  bench ;  but  Judge  John  W.  Eggleston,  '06, 
is  now  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Virginia  and  Archibald  C. 
Buchanan,  '10,  is  an  Associate  Jus- 
tice. 

John  A.  Field  was  a  prominent  and 
active  member  of  the  student  body 
during  the  four  years  of  his  student 
days  at  Hampclen-Sydney  College, 
and  was  elected  vice  president  of  the 
student  body  in  his  junior  year.  The 
same  year  he  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  honorary  society,  ODK.  He 
hails  from  Charleston,  West  Virginia, 
which  is  still  his  home.

Soon  after  his  graduation  from 
Hampden-Sydney,  though  he  was  in- 
terested in  journalism  and  did  some 
work  in  that  line,  he  chose  the  pro- 
fession of  law,  and  entered  the  law 
school  at  University  of  Virginia.  He 
was  a  brilliant  student  there  and  took 
a  high  rank  in  the  Department  of 
Law.  He  was  on  the  staff  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Law  Review,  an  important  and 
able  student  publication.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Coif,  an 
honorary  society  composed  of  students  with  high  scho- 
lastic standing,  and  ranked  third  in  the  large  class  when 
be  graduated  in  1935.  He  began  the  practice  of  law  in 
Charleston  with  the  prominent  law  firm  of  Brown,  Jack- 
son, and  Knight,  and  remained  with  this  firm  until 
1944,  when  he  entered  the  United  States  Navy. 

Upon  completing  his  career  in  the  Navy,  serving  in 
both  the  European  and  Pacific  theatre,  he  returned  to  the 
practice  of  law  in  Charleston,  In  195?  he  was  appointed 
State  Tax  Commissioner  for  West  Virginia,  and  oc- 
cupied this  position  until  he  was  made  U.  S.  Federal 
Judge  for  the  Southern  Di-strict  of  West  Virginia,  hav- 
ing been  appointed  by  President  Eisenhower  and  con- 
firmed as  such  by  the  U.  S.  Senate. 

A  distinguished  career  as  judge  lies  before  him.  He 
will  reflect  great  credit  on  his  alma  mater,  Hampden- 
Sydney.  as  well  as  his  other  alma  mater,  the  University 
of  Virginia.  Hampden-Sydney  extends  its  cordial  con-

The  Constitutional  Oak 

\y\wn  tlie  Virginia  Constitutional  Convention  of 
1901-1902  took  place.  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  then 
president  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  was  a  delegate 
to  this  convention,  representing  the  County  of  Prince 
Edward.  Dr.  Mcllwaine  had  not  sought  this  position. 
l)ut  stated  that  if  the  people  of  Prince 
Edward  County  wished  him  to  serve, 
lie  would  do  so.  He  was  duly  elected 
without  opposition.  The  convention 
was  composed  of  100  members  from 
the  counties  and  cities  of  Virginia, 
and  was  in  session  for  a  whole  year. 
Among  its  delegates  were  many  men 
of  ability  and  distinction. 

Before  the  convention  adjourned. 
Congressman  Harry  L.  Maynard  pre- 
sented to  each  member  of  the  con- 
vention, and  certain  others  connected 
with  the  convention,  young  pin  oak 
saplings.  All  together  there  were  139 
of  these  young  trees.  The  one  which 
Dr.  Mcllwaine  received,  soon  after  his 
return  to  Hampden-Sydney,  was  set 
out  on  the  campus  not  many  feet 
from  what  was  then  known  as  the 
Memorial  Hall,  which  housed  the 
Chapel  and  most  of  the  classrooms. 
This  young  oak  proved  to  be  a  sturdy 
one.  and  grew  until  it  became  and  is 
a  large  and  imposing  tree.  About 
three  or  four  years  ago.  Memorial 
Hall,  afterwards  called  Mcllwaine  Hall  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Richard  Mcllwaine,  was  burned  to  the  ground  and  some 
of  the  upper  branches  nearest  the  building  were  scorched, 
i)ut  the  tree  was  really  not  seriously  damaged.  The  tree 
is  now  approximately  60  years  old,  and  the  college  com- 
munity is  quite  proud  of  this  memento  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  of  1901-1902,  especially  since  the 
president  of  the  college  was  a  member  of  that  body. 
Many  of  the  residents  of  Hampden-Sydney — including 
faculty  members — soon  lost  sight  of  this  tree,  and  most 
of  those  who  have  come  to  Hampden-Sydney  since 
have  not  even  been  aware  of  its  existence. 

Sometime  within  the  past  twelve  months.  Mr.  George 
W.  Rogers,  who  for  some  years  has  been  Postmaster  of 
the  Virginia  Senate  in  Richmond,  became  interested 
and  went  to  work  to  ascertain  how  many  of  these  oaks 
were  still  standing  and  their  location.  This  aroused  the 
interest  of  the  whole  college  community,  and  it  is  felt

The  building  at  the  left,  of  course,  is  venerable  Gushing  Hall,  ivithout  the  four  stoops  ichich  now  adorn  its  entrances.  The 
small  structure  at  the  extreme  left  is  the  bell  tower,  since  reconstructed  of  brick  at  another  site.  In  those  early  days  of 
the  twentieth  century,  the  college  actiritics   were  centered  at  this  northern  end  of  the  present  campus. 

"Cushing  Circle"  appears  as  nothing  but  a  barely-worn  double  track,  while  the  broad  pathway  is  well-trodden,  pointing 
up  the  relatire  amounts  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  usage.  Today  the  traffic  situation  is  just  the  opposite. 


that  most  of  tlie  residents  of  Hampden-Sydney  now 
are  fully  aware  of  this  larjje  and  handsome  tree,  and 
can  point  it  out  with  pride  as  it  stands  strong  and 
sturdy  on  the  eanipus. 

The  Mriter  of  this  article  believes  that  the  interest 
and  assiduity  of  Mr.  Kogers  liave  located  some  fifteen  or 
more  of  these  trees.  He  is  still  trying  to  locate  others 
and  to  ascertain  how  many  are  still  standing.  The  fact 
that  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine.  then  president  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College,  was  a  delegate  to  the  convention, 
took  a  prominent  part  in  the  proceedings,  was  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Education,  and  served  on  other 
important  committees  is  a  satisfaction,  not  only  to  the 
present  administration  and  faculty,  but  to  many  alumni 
who  hold  the  college  in  high  regard  and  deep  affection. 

Eecently,  Mr.  John  A.  Steck  of  the  Farmville  Herald 


took  a  |iicture  of  this  oak  and  wrote  an  interesting 
article  about  it  which  appeared  in  that  paper.  Another 
picture  of  the  tree  will  be  found  on  the  outside  cover  of 
this  issue  of  the  Alumni  Record.  It  is  hoped  that  those 
connected  with  the  college  will  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  this  historic  oak,  espe- 
cially since  the  tree  had  a  narrow  escape  when  Mc- 
llwaine Hall  was  burned. 

One  is  reminded  of  the  story  of  the  charter  oak  in 
Connecticut,  in  which  there  was  a  hollow  where  the 
charter  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  that  had  been 
granted  by  the  king,  had  been  concealed  to  prevent  its 
being  found  and  destroyed  by  the  British  forces.  (This 
was  some  years  before  the  War  of  Independence,  but 
even  then  the  feeling  between  the  colonies  and  the 
mother  country  was  none  too  cordial. )  Trees  are  fre- 
quently the  embodiment  of  history.

Let  the  Moon  Alone 

This  is  a  scientific  era.  There  are  tliose  who  feel  that 
the  study  of  science  in  our  institutions  of  learning  is 
pushing  to  the  background  the  liberal  arts.  One  reason 
for  this  is  an  effort  to  keep  pace  with  the  stride  of  the 
Russians.  The  first  Sputnik  gave  this  country  a  mighty 
jolt.  One  thought  which  gives  the  average  citizen  its 
greatest  alarm  is  the  fact  that  the  scientists  are  devoting 
their  chief  energies  to  the  discovery  of  methods  and 
means  of  creating  instruments  of  destruction,  and  they 
are  used  to  that  end.  We  all  readily  remember  that  the 
atomic  bomb  that  was  dropped  on  Hiroshima  and 
Nagasaki  by  the  United  States  almost  wiped  out  those 
two  jiopulous  cities  of  Japan.  The  Germans  in  World 
War  II  brought  terrible  destruction  on  British  cities  in 
Ijombing  raids,  and  their  scientists  had  all  but  succeeded 
in  the  invention  of  such  death-dealing  instruments  that 
would  have  brought  the  sturdy  British  to  their  knees. 
The  invention  of  nuclear  weapons  and  missiles,  with 
their  destructive  potentials,  caused  even  the  Russians  to 
see  that  such  weapons  should  be  banned  to  avoid  com- 
plete destruction  of  our  civilization. 

There  are  tliose  who  claim  that  these  scientific  dis- 
coveries can  be  used  for  peaceful  purposes  and  can 
make  the  world  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.  Xo  doubt 


they  do  have  a  power  for  good,  but  those  of  us,  who, 
not  possessing  a  scientific  mind,  are  considered  by  the 
scientists  as  ignorant  and  lacking  in  understanding,  ask 
ourselves,  what  can  be  gained  by  man-made  satellites 
spinning  around  the  earth  or  the  moon  or  the  sun?  We 
also  wonder  what  benefit  can  come  to  mankind  from 
shooting  missiles  to  the  moon  or  even  seeking  to  land 
men  on  the  moon  with  the  hope  of  bringing  them  back 
to  the  earth  with  more  information  about  this  planet. 

The  moon  through  the  centuries  has  proved  a  satis- 
factory source  to  light  the  darkness  at  night  and  bathe 
our  landscapes  with  beauty.  The  moon  also  has  jilayed 
no  incons]jicuous  part  in  romance. 

\\'hatever  the  scientists  choose  to  do  with  their  rockets 
and  satellites  and  penetration  of  outer  space,  it  would 
l;e  pleasing  to  many  of  us  if  tliey  would  let  the  moon 
alone.

To  the  Alumni: 

Recently  I  signed  slightly  more  than  four  hundred 
cards  issued  by  tlie  president  of  our  student  body  certify- 
ing that  the  holders  were  Hampdeu-Sydney  students. 
Each  card  stated  that  the  current  academic  year  was  the 
one  hundred  and  eighty-fourth  session  of  the  college. 
Tlie  size  of  our  student  body  is  of  interest  to  every 
alumnus;  four  hundred  is  a  good  number,  our  present 
(•a])acity.  Our  age  is  something  of  wliich  we  are  very 
proud ;  it  summarizes  a  capacity  to  endure. 

But  most  captivating  of  all  thoughts  which  have  come 
at  this  season  of  beginning  is  the  insistent  emjihasis  in 
conversation  and  in  public  declaration  on  the  funda- 
mental quality  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  experience.  The 
point  was  under-scored  with  attractive  illustrations  by 
Mr.  Walter  H.  Young,  II.  alumnus  of  the  class  of  104!), 
in  an  address  to  the  Freshmen  during  the  orientation 
jieriod. 

Repeatedly  witliin  the  last  several  weeks  1  liave  been 
reminded  of  the  facts  of  continuity  and  kinshi])  in  tlie 
educational  scene.  The  remote  ancestors  of  the  American 
college  are  pleasantly  reviewed  in  the  little  volume  deal- 
ing with  the  medieval  period  entitled  Tlie  Rise  of  Uni- 
versities, by  Charles  Homer  Haskins,  which  I  first  read 
many  years  ago  in  the  original  edition  and  re-read  dur- 
ing my  vacation  ])eriod  in  a  paj)er-back  version.  (1  warn 
you  that  in  oblique  reference  to  our  newly-established 
Book  Cellar  I  shall  often  refer  to  these  volumes  in  the 
economy  format.)  The  point  of  kinship  was  brought  to 
mind  in  August  when  I  made  an  extended  visit  to 
Princeton,  iilnid  mater  of  the  first  rector  and  of  most  of 
the  faculty  members  who  presided  over  Hampden- 
Sydney  when  it  opened  in  January,  1776.  I  teased  my 
Princeton  friends  a  bit  by  reciting  these  words  from  an 
issue  of  the  Virginia  Gazette  printed  in  1775;  "The 
.system  of  education  will  resemble  that  which  is  adoj)ted 
in  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  save  that  a  more  partic- 
ular attention  shall  be  paid  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
Englisii  language  than  is  usually  done  in  places  of 
]iublic  education." 

I  might  add  here  that  the  jiresent  generation  at  the 
"College  of  New  Jersey"  is  receiving  constant  reminders 
of  this  relationship  with  Hamixlen-Sydney  from  our 
friends,  the  Thomas  Jefferson  Werteiibakers.  As  for  the 
Wertenbakers.  I  am  happy  to  report  tliat  Professor 
Wertenbaker  is  making  satisfactory  jirogress  in  recover- 
ing from  a  severe  illness.  It  will  he  recalled  that  he  held 
the  John  Hay  Whitney  Visiting  Professorship  of  His- 
tory here  at  Hampden-Sj'dney  for  the  academic  year 
19.57-58.  Much  to  the  delight  of  their  many  friends  on 
the  Hill,  Professor  and  ^Irs.  Wertenbaker  are  making 
tentative  ])lans  to  s])end  part  of  the  winter  at  Hampilen- 
Sydney. 

To  return  to  our  basic  theme.  I  say  that  colleges  in 
general  are  kin.  Our  catalogue  annually  recites  Hamp- 
den-Sydney's  brilliant  record  in  creating  new  schools. 
Colleges  mingle  in   accrediting  bodies;  professors  hold 


membership  in  signiticaut  scholarly  associations;  often 
institutions  must  be  in  alliance  to  further  common  goals. 
And  yet  a  college  such  as  Hampden-Sydney  should  be 
proud  of  those  special  characteristics  which  have  given 
it  distinction  throughout  the  years.  We  must  unceasingly 
review  our  techniques  of  instruction,  our  equipment,  and 
ill!  our  resources  to  insure  a  learning  process  second  to 
ncjMe.  We  must  maintain  a  teaching  staff  which  will 
continue  to  be  worthy  (jT  Whiting,  Bagby.  Massey,  Wil- 
son, and  all  the  otbcr  great  masters  of  the  classroom. 
Certainly  at  the  core  of  our  history  is  a  vigorous  .sys- 
tem of  instruction  aimed  at  exciting  a  student  to  rise 
to  his  very  best.  Here,  of  course,  is  the  major  objective 
in  the  development  pnigrani  announ<-fd  by  the  Tru-:tees 
a  year  or  so  ago. 

What  of  the  linancial  (aui|iaigns  on  which  the  first 
pliases  of  our  jirograni  ol'  improvement  depend?  Xeither 
achieved  its  goal  within  the  tinu-'  jieriod  originally  speci- 
fied. Each  continues,  with  modified  tem])o  1  might  add. 
The  campaign  S])on.sored  by  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  with 
an  objective  of  ^a.SOO.OOO  is  reported  as  now  totaling 
over  $900,000.  (Hampden-Sydney  receives  45%  of  the 
income  from  this  campaign.)  The  college-administered 
campaign  for  $l,00o.00ll.  directed  at  those  persons  not 
involved  in  the  Synod  effort,  has  now  passed  the  $500,000 
mark  in  cash  and  pledges.  We  are  grateful  for  what  has 
been  done,  but  we  must  ])ush  ahead  to  reach  the  goals  as 
they  were  originally  fixed. 

As  we  receive  news  of  the  final  settlement  of  the 
estate  of  Francis  B.  Converse,  class  of  1890,  and  of  the 
great  contribution  made  in  the  last  will  and  testament 
of  the  late  Albert  F.  Patton.  class  of  1904,  we  know 
that  eventually  the  dreams  of  Hampden-Sydney  men 
will  come  true.  What  more  fitting  memorial  can  be 
imagined  than  decisive  aid  to  a  great  cause  in  a  critical 
period!  These  aluinni  and  others  who  have  brilliantly 
invested  their  g(Jods  eai'ned  in  a  busy  lifetime  now 
stand  by  the  men  of  177()  as  co-authors  of  an  immortal 
institution. 

Among  the  happiest  circumstances  of  the  last  few 
months  is  the  re-election  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  the 
Synod  of  Virginia  of  Di'.  Frank  S.  Johns  and  .Jul 
Archibald  C.  Buchanan,  two  men  who  were  sorely  missed 
ilui'ing  the  year  when  they  remained  inactive  iinder  the 
rotation  rule  of  the  Synod.  Under  this  same  jirocedure 
Mr.  Clarence  Robertson  is  now  inactive  as  a  Trustee. 
His  great  and  loyal  services  to  the  college  for  many  years 
deserve  more  acclaim  than  can  he  carried  by  these  few 
woids.  For  the  labors  of  all  our  Trustees,  both  the  active 
and  the  ina;tive.  Hampden-Sydney  is  most  grateful.

New  Houses,  Street  Signs 
Erected  on  Campus 

The  past  summer  saw  several  additions  and  improve- 
ments to  tlie  Hampden-Sydney  campus: 

Three  new  faculty  homes  have  been  erected  at  the 
southern  end  of  College  Eoad.  Two  are  just  beyond  the 
iiome  of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Massey,  and  the  other  is  across  the 
street  behind  Penshurst.  The  houses  are  brick,  built  in 
ranch  style,  modern  throughout,  and  quite  commodious. 
They  afford  a  handsome  approach  to  the  campus  from 
the  south.  Thev  are  occupied  by  tlie  families  of  Pro- 
fessors R.  C.  MacDonald,  (4.  T.  Miller,  and  S.  W. 
Hahn.  In  addition,  the  home  of  the  late  Prof.  W.  H. 
Whiting'.  Jr.,  on  Via  Sacra  has  been  acquired  from  the 
Lawson  estate. 

As  a  gift  of  the  Class  of  '59,  five  street  signs  have 
been  placed  about  the  campus  at  important  intersections. 
They  mark  the  junction  of  Via  Sacra  and  College  Road. 
Cushing  Circle  and  College  Road,  Atkinson  Avenue  and 
College  Road,  Fraternity  Circle  and  Atkinson  Avenue, 
and  Fraternity  Circle  and  Gym  Road.  Three  others  are 
to  be  erected.  Regret  has  been  expressed  in  some  quarters 
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that  there  is  not  also  a  sign  for  Ropp  Loop  at  Hampden 
House. 

The  tennis  courts,  whose  Tennitfex  surfaces  had  sadly 
deteriorated,  have  received  a  new  surface,  an  improved 
version  called  Permiflex.  Along  with  tougher  wearing 
qualities,  this  surface  is  reported  to  have  no  discoloring 
effect  on  tennis  balls. 

A  new  surface  has  also  been  a])plied  to  College  Koad 
as  it  passes  through  the  campus,  and  a  little  lieyond  in 
both  directions. 

The  ghost  of  Mt-Hwaine  Hall,  destroyed  by  a  con- 
flagration on  March  28-29,  1957,  still  haunts  the  cam- 
pus and  possesses  the  minds  of  old  hands  and  newcomers 
alike.  At  least,  the  chart  of  college  buildings  distributed 
to  new  students  as  they  register  continues  to  show 
,McHwaine's  magnificent  hulk  standing  in  its  old  spot 
just  oflf  College  Road.

He  comes  to 
Hampden-Sydney  from  Elmira  College,  where  he  w-as 
visiting  professor  last  year. 

ilr.  Mezzotero  received  his  A.B.  degree  from  The 
College  of  Wooster,  and  his  M.A.  degree  from  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College.  He  has  done  graduate  work  at 
Yale  University,  the  University  of  Perugia,  Italy,  the 
University  of  Chicago,  and  the  University  of  Connecti- 
cut. His  major  fields  of  interest  are  French  and  Italian, 
and  he  has  also  had  experience  in  teaching  Spanish.  In 
addition  to  his  language  studies,  he  has  had  special 
training  and  experience  in  methods  and  curriculum 
planning.

Patton  Legacy  H-S's  Largest  Gift 

The  will  of  the  late  Albert  Puller  Patton,  "04,  of 
Danville.  Virginia,  named  Hampden-Sydney  College 
as  one  of  the  beneficiaries  of  a  newly  established  perpet- 
ual trust.  Twenty  per  cent  of  the  income  from  the 
estate,  appraised  at  $2,050,000,  will  go  to  the  college. 

Mr.  Patton,  an  alumnus  and  trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  also  provided  .shares  of  the  trust  income  for 
other  Presbyterian  institutions ;  videlicet .  Sunnyside 
Home  for  the  Aged  (15  per  cent).  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Rii'hmoud  (10  per  cent),  and  the  Presby- 
terian  School  of   Christian   Education    (five  per  cent). 

The  will  jirovides  a  total  of  45  per  cent  of  the  in- 
come for  certain  relatives  during  their  lifetime.  Upon 
their  death  their  shares  will  go  back  to  the  trust  and  be 
distributed  to  the  institutional  beneficiaries  according 
to  their  portions. 

In  effect,  the  legacy  becomes  the  largest  single  gift 
ever  received  by  Hampden-Sydney  in  its  183-year  his- 
tory. Annual  income  to  the  College  will  eventually  grow 
to  the  extent  that  it  will  represent  returns  from  an  in- 
vested ca|)ital  of  well  o\er  three-quarters  of  a  million 
dollars. 

Mr.    Patton    was   a    native   ol'    Danville.    He   attended 


Hain]iden-Sydney  for  three  years,  and  was  a  member 
of  Kappa  Sigma  and  Omicron  Delta  Kapi)a.  A  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  from  1938  to  1958,  he  I'eceived 
the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion  in  1952  for 
distiiitiuished  service  to  the  College. 


Johns  and  Buchanan 
Return  to  Board 

l)i'.  Frank  Stoddert  Johns.  '08,  and  Judge  Archibald 
I  liapinan  Buchanan.  '10,  have  been  rei-lected  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege. Both  men  were  retire(l  under  the  .system  of  rota- 
tinn  in  June,  1958. 

Dr.  Johns,  leading  Southern  surgeon  of  Richmond, 
\'irginia.  was  first  named  to  the  Board  in  1928.  From 
1938  until  1958  he  served  ably  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  giving  faithful  and  devoted  service  over  and 
above  the  call  of  duty.

Meeting  a  long-felt  need  at  Hamj)den-8ydney,  a  Ijook- 
store  devoted  to  the  sale  of  jjaperbound  books  has  been 
established.  The  store,  located  in  the  basement  of 
Graham  Hall,  is  known  as  The  Book  Cellar.  It  is  spon- 
sored and  financed  by  the  College,  and  is  under  the 
supervision  of  a  faculty  committee,  Eussell  C.  Mac- 
Donald  of  the  English  department  and  E.  Keith  Dix  of 
the  economics  dej)artment.  The  store  will  be  open  dur- 
ing week-day  evenings,  and  also  on  special  Saturdays, 
such  as  Homecoming. 

A  large  selection  of  ])aperl)acks — over  one  thousand 
titles — is  kept  in  stock.  This  is  probably  the  largest 
selection  in  Southside  Virginia.  Books  offered  for  sale 
represent  the  world's  best  literature.  The  Hampden- 
Sydney  faculty  has  been  polled  for  titles  to  add  to  the 
stock. 


Prices  range  from  thirty-five  cents  to  $1.95.  It  has 
been  emphasized,  however,  that  the  purpose  of  The  Book 
Cellar  is  not  to  make  money,  but  to  stimulate  more  and 
more  reading  by  students  and  faculty. 


Fleischmann  Foundation  Grant

to  say.  liis  services  are  greatly  missed.  It  is  not  aiitici- 
pated  tliat  this  situation  will  change  any  time  in  the 
near  future.  Naturally,  this  has  necessitated  a  decrease 
in  the  total  load  of  counsellees  visiting  the  Presbyterian 
(Juidance  Center.  It  is  imj)ossible  for  us  to  schedule 
everyone  who  requests  an  appointment,  and  since  the 
first  of  July,  we  have  not  been  able  to  schedule  any 
counsellees  for  the  simple  reason  that  we  are  scheduled 
to  the  lirst  of  September  1960. 

The  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center  performs  many 
functions  in  relation  to  tiie  Church  and  the  College, 
such  as  guidance  and  counseling  for  interested  Presby- 
terian young  people,  guidance  and  counseling  for  col- 
lege students  (for  example,  one  college  student  had  A'i 
coun.seling  interviews,  and  interviews  are  about  one  hour 
in  length),  freshmen  testing.  Graduate  Record  examina- 
tion testing,  the  administration  of  the  Medical  College 
Admission  Test,  and  other  services.  We  have  always  at- 
tempted to  maintain  the  highest  quality  of  service,  and 
have  never  attempted  to  reduce  quality  in  an  attempt  to 
serve  more  students.  It  is  not  possible  to  maintain  a 
quality  of  work  and  attempt  to  serve  a  vast  numlier : 
that  is  why  many  requests  have  to  be  denied. 

In  effect,  the  present  acting  director  is  expected  to 
teach  nine  hours  in  the  College,  and  actually  only  one- 
half  of  his  time  is  devoted  to  the  services  rendered  by 
the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center.  Even  before  Dr. 
Allan's  services  were  lost  to  the  Center,  we  could  not 
meet  the  demand  and  continue  to  do  quality  work,  it 
is  sincerely  hoped  that  an  assistant  will  be  secured  be- 
fore September  of  next  year.  Many  thanks  for  your 
loyal  support,  and  continued  interest  in  this  phase  of 
life  at  Hampden-Sydney. 


418  Students   Now  Enrolled 

The  student  enrollment  for  the  one  hundred  and 
eighty-fourth  session  of  Hanipden-Sydney  College  stood 
at  418  in  September.  Of  these.  144  were  freshmen. 

The  College  has  accepted  all  the  students  it  can  ac- 
commodate.

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Increasing  Support  from  Virginia 
Foundation 

Hampden-Sydney  College  received  a  total  of 
$29,691.04  as  its  share  of  funds  distributed  by  the  Vir- 
ginia Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges  in  the  fiscal 
year  ending  April  30,  1959.  This  sum  represents  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  $6,000  over  the  total  received 
last  year.  Since  the  inception  of  the  Foundation  in  193o 
it  has  distributed  more  than  $93,000  to  Hampden- 
Sydney.  These  funds  are  primarily  used  by  the  College 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  faculty  salaries  as  a  part 
of  the  annual  operating  budget. 

The  Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges 
is  an  agency  sponsored  jointly  by  the  twelve  four-year 
independent  colleges  of  Virginia  to  solicit  funds  from 
business  and  industry.  Most  of  the  funds  come  from  in- 
dustry within  the  state  of  Virginia. 

This  year  the  Foundation  reached  new  heights,  both 
in  the  number  of  contributors  and  the  amount  received. 
That  is,  in  1958-59  there  were  386  supporters,  com- 
pared with  323  in  1957-58,  and  funds  contributed  rose 
from  $390,000  to  $477,525.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
95%  of  the  1957-58  supporters  renewed  or  increase<l 
their  contributions  for  1958-59.  In  its  six  years  of  opera- 
tion the  Foundation  has  distributed  $1,741,000  among 
the  twelve  private  colleges. 

President  Joseph  C.  Robert  said  in  comment :  "It  is 
particularly  encouraging  that  the  amount  contributed 
by  business  and  industry  to  higher  education  in  Vir- 
ginia has  increased  appreciably  each  of  the  six  years 
the  VFIC  has  been  in  existence.  This  fact  is  tangible 
evidence  that  the  leaders  in  the  manufacturing  and 
commercial  world  are  becoming  increasingly  concerned 
for  the  welfare  of  oiir  colleges,  not  only  as  sources  of 
educated  manpower  for  their  own  o])erations  liut  for 
the  welfare  of  our  state  and  nation."

1958-59.  To  them  Hampden-Sydney  extends  its  sincere 
appreciation  for  this  vital  aid.

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Macon  Reed,  '31,  Writes 
Retirement  Handbook 

Macon  Keed,  Jr.,  associate  editor  of  Navy  Times,  is 
the  author  of  a  booklet  Out  To  Pasture  recently  pub- 
lished by  Army  Times  Puljlishing  Company. 

The  handbook  deals  with  the  rules,  the  pay,  the  bene- 
tits,  as  they  effect  officers  and  eiilisteds,  regulars  and 
reservists,  men  and  women  of  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps  upon  retirement. 

Essentially  the  material  is  a  gathering  together  of  the 
"Out-to-Pasture"'  series  of  articles  published  in  Nary 
Times,  with  revisions  and  clarifying  additions  which 
have  been  made  to  the  original  articles. 

In  dealing  with  the  heading  of  Chapter  One,  "Iictire- 
ment  is  a  Bad  \Yord,'"  Mr.  Reed  ]ioints  to  the  early  re- 
tirement age  of  military  personnel  and  attempts  to  show 
the  need  for  forethought  in  ])lanning  with  which  he 
ileals  in  detail  in  the  remaining  eleven  cha])ters.  He 
makes  no  attempt  to  answer  all  the  questions  posed,  but 
rather  confines  himself  to  the  retirement  system  itself ; 
to  the  rules  that  allow  or  compel  retirement,  that  fix 
the  ])ay  and  spell  out  the  benefits  and  limit  the  rights. 

Ordinarily  when  one  thinks  of  retirement  and  bene- 
fits, facts  and  figures  loom  as  confusing  objects.  Mr. 
Heed,  with  his  flair  for  writing  and  his  ability  to 
simplify  for  the  average  reader,  has  made  this  booklet 
a  valuable  guide  for  all  military  personnel.  Acknow- 
ledgements of  a  work  well  done  have  reached  the  pub- 
lishers from  many  areas  and  from  all  branches  of  the 
service. 

Jlr.  Keed  is  the  son  of  former  Dean  and  Mrs.  Macon 
Keed  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  a  frequent  visitor  to  the 
Hill.  His  many  friends  will  rejoice  in  this  further  con- 
triliutioii  he  has  made  to  the  wi'iffen  record  of  military 
life,  and  Hamj)den-Sydney  is  j)roud  to  claim  Mi-.  Keed 
as  an  alumnus. 


Rev.  V.  L.  Fisher  Subject  of 
Article 

The  August  1  Suuduy  edition  of  The  Huntington 
Adreriiser,  running  a  series  entitled  "Our  Ministers," 
carried  a  feature  article  on  the  Reverend  Vernon  L. 
Fisher,  'Jo,  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Cliurch, 
Huntington,  West  Viryini-a.  E.rcerpts  from  tlie  article 
follow : 

The  Kev.  Vernon  L.  Fisher  has  learned  that  a  liandi- 
cap  can  be  a  blessing  in  disguise. 

He  was  born  in  Norfolk,  Va.  where,  at  the  age  of 
three,  he  contacted  a  disease  which  was  diagnosed  as 
tuberculosis  of  the  hi])  joint.  From  then  until  he  was 
nine  years  old  he  spent  appro.ximately  90  per  cent  of 
his  time  in  hospitals  in  Norfolk  and  Baltimore,  Md. 

He  was  so  seriously  ill  that  there  appeared  little 
likelihood  that  he  would  survive.  He  managed  to  ])ull 
through,  but  was  badly  crippled  and  doctors  said  he 
would  never  get  any  better. 

They  under-estimated  Vernon  Fisher's  faith,  courage, 
and  determination. 

Although  his  handicap  tended  to  make  him  shy  and 
sensitive,  he  worked  hard  to  rise  above  it.  For  a  number 


of  years  he  got  about  with  the  aid  of  crutches.  Later 

he  was  able  to  switch  to  a  cane  and  eventually  was  able 

to  discard  that  too. 

*         *         * 

He  resigned  a  good  job  which  he  had  held  for  five 
years  with  the  Texas  Oil  Co.  and  a  month  later  enrolled 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  For  the  first  three  months, 
he  says,  he  "flunked  every  subject'"  because  he  had  been 
so  long  out  of  the  habit  of  studying,  but  "the  Lord 
cleared  away  the  cobwebs  in  my  brain,  and  after  that 
I  had  no  difficulty." 

After  completing  his  work  at  Hampden-Sydney,  he 
entered  LTnion  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1927. 


Several  years  ago  Mr.  Fisher  learned  how  to  make 
rugs  so  he  could  teach  old  people  how  to  do  it,  but  he 
got  interested  himself  and  ended  uji  making  a  dozen  or 
more  rugs,  most  of  which  are  still  in  use  in  his  own 
and  friends'  homes. 

In  recent  months  Mr.  Fisher  has  taken  on  a  new 
activity  —  cooking. 

La.st  fall  his  wife  of  31  years  died.  With  characteristic 
faith  and  courage,  the  minister  went  about  the  difficult 
business  of  learning  to  live  alone  at  the  manse,  917 
Jefferson  avenue.  He  has  help  with  some  of  the  clean- 
ing jobs,  but  performs  many  household  tasks  himself 
and,  according  to  friends,  is  becoming  a  good  cook  who 
isn't  afraid  to  experiment  with  new  recipes. 

Mr.  Fisher  has  a  married  .son,  Ernest  C.  Fislier, 
[B.S.  '51],  an  electrical  engineer  who  lives  in  Arling- 
ton, Va.  and  works  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Second  Presbyterian  minister  is  a  past  moderator 
of  the  Kanawha  Presbytery  and  has  held  various  offices 
in  it.  He  now  is  chairman  of  the  important  Commission 
on  the  ^Minister  and  his  AVork. 

[Before  going  to  Huntington,  Mr.  Fisher  had  .served 
as  pastor  of  churches  in  Zuni,  Virginia,  the  Craddock 
and  Prentis  Park  Presbyterian  Churches  in  Portsmouth, 
\'irginia,  and  organizing  pastor  of  a  church  in  the 
Broadmoor  area  of  Portsmouth.  The  latter  three 
churches  had  phenomenal  growth  under  Mr.  Fisher's 
leadership.  —  Ed.] 


A   Petersburger  Views   '09's   50th 
Anniversary 

Among  the  many  pleasant  features  of  the  Petersburg 
Progress-Index  is  "Tlie  Idler's  Column",  written  by 
James  G.  Scott,  '09,  associate  editor  of  the  neivspaper. 
Mr.  Scott  attended  the  reunion  of  tiis  class  at.  Hamp- 
den-Sydney last  June,  and  was  moved  to  write  the  fol- 
lowing column. 

Early  this  month  we  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the 
Commencement  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  1909.  By  a  very  simple  mathemati- 
cal process  it  can  be  calculated  that  this  class  was  cele- 
brating its  fiftieth  anniversary  and  it  may  be  said,  to 
their  physical  credit,  that  no  members  present  brought 
their  rolling  chairs  with  them. 

The  class  of   1909   has  eighteen  members  surviving 
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after  a  half-century  has  passed,  which  is  worthy  o'' 
comment  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  a  very  small 
class  to  begin  witli.  Of  this  eighteen  six  showed  up  for 
the  reunion,  a  creditable  percentage  of  attendance  all 
things  being  considered.  From  Nashville  came  a  former 
missionary  to  China  who  was  there  for  a  year  under 
the  Communists,  from  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  came 
a  paper  manufacturer,  from  Lynchburg  came  a  Pres- 
byterian minister,  from  Halifax  came  a  tobacconist, 
from  Dinwiddle  came  a  retired  farmer,  and  from  Peters- 
burg a  newspaper  man.  At  this  point  it  would  Ije  well  to 
mention  that  everywhere  this  group  went  they  were 
greeted  with  the  remark  "You  people  don't  look  so  old". 
The  implications  in  this  remark  we  shall  not  try  to  in- 
terpret. 

A  column  written  for  a  Petersburg  paper  shouldn't 
go  oif  the  deep  end  about  a  subject  having  no  connection 
with  our  city,  so  we  shall  proceed  to  estalilish  that  con- 
nection, enumerating  the  items  of  relationship. 

1.  While  visiting  the  college  lilirary  one  of  the  tirst 
portraits  we  .saw  was  that  of  Pichard  Mcllwaine,  a  presi- 
dent of  Hampden-Syduey,  who.  as  we  all  know,  came 
from  Petersburg. 

2.  On  the  second  floor  of  the  same  building  is  the 
Pare  Books  Room  which  was  furnished  as  a  memorial 
to  a  Hampden-Sydney  boy  who  lost  his  life  in  World 
War  II.  This  young  man  was  the  brother  of  Mrs.  Fred 
.lenney.  for  many  years  a  resident  of  Petersliurg. 

3.  The  retiring  president  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Alumni  Association  is  "The"  Maben  who  not  long  ago 
was  local  manager  for  the  C  &  P  Telephone  Co. 

4.  An  honorary  degree,  LL.D.,  was  conferred  ujion 
Lewis  F.  Powell  Jr.,  a  ]iromiiient  attorney  of  Richmond 
and  a  brother  of  Mrs.  Helen  Doak  of  this  city. 

5.  The  cha])lain  of  the  college  and  pa.stor  of  College 
Church  is  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  former  president  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  who,  in  his  student  days,  fre- 
quently sjioke  at  Second  Presbyterian  Church  and  often 
was  a  guest  in  the  home  of  Mr.  George  AV.  .Jones  on 
Hinton  Street, 

6.  The  Rev.  Lewis  H,  Lancaster,  one  of  the  1909 
celebrants,  was  sponsored  as  a  missionary  to  China  bv 
the  same  Second  Presbyterian  Church. 

1.  Last  we  offer  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  whose  connec- 
tion with  Petersburg  rests  on  his  being  a  nephew  of  the 
late  beloved  Dr,  J.  Boiling  Jones.  This  very  vocal, 
ubiquitous,  and  untiring  gentleman  is  rightly  thought 
of  a,s  "Mr.  Hampden-Sydney"  and  is  a  person  of  such 
flne  feeling  toward  his  fellow  alumni  and  of  such  devo- 
tion to  his  college  that  the  alumni  who  come  in  touch 
with  him  believe  that,  in  him.  they  have  discovered  the 
irreplaceable  man. 

So.  Honorable  Judges,  we  feel  that  by  these  seven 
points  we  have  proved  Petersburg  has  many  reasons  to 
be  interested  in  Hampden-Sydney.  We  therefore  end 
this  argument  with  the  abbreviation,  Q.E.D.,  with  which 
in  our  school  days  we  used  to  end  a  geometry  proposi- 
tion. We  offer  this  explanation  to  the  high  school 
audience :  The  abbreviation  stands  for  quod  erat 
demonstrandum  and  we  trust  that  they  will  be  able  to 
translate. 

Let's  return  to  the  class  of  1909.  Statistically— the 
six  men  who  "re-uned"  have  sixteen  children  and 
thirty-seven  grandchildren ;  the  simi  of  the  ages  of  the 
six  is  slightly  in  excess  of  four  centuries ;  one  is  retiring, 
one  is  partially  retired,  and  one  is  officially  retired ;  fifty 
per  cent  are  bald-headed;  all  are  Virginians  bv  birth": 


one  has  three  sons,  all  of  whom  are  honor  graduates  of 
Hampden  Sydney  (this  is  Fred  W.  Young  of  the  Hebron 
neighborhood  in  Dinwiddle  County)  ;  and  all  of  them 
know  that  Hampden-Sydney  is  the  finest  small  Liberal 
Arts  college  in  these  L^nited  States. 

A  fifty-year  reunion  is  an  experience  not  soon  to  lie 
forgotten,  ilemory  has  a  way  of  bringing  back  the 
pleasant  things  and  slurring  over  those  not  so  pleasant, 
and  so  it  was  on  this  occasion,  Joy  came  from  the  renew- 
ing of  old  frlendslilps  and  pleasure  came  from  the  warm- 
learted  wel-.ome  that  the  sons  of  the  old  college  always 
receive  when  they  return  to  their  fester  mother.  Memory 
brought  thoughts  of  respected  and  beloved  instructors  as 
well  as  former  fellow  students  who,  having  served  their 
day  and  generation,  have  gone  to  their  reward,  but  tlie 
fact  that  "well  done"  can  be  written  at  the  end  of  their 
earthly  records  served  to  temper  the  feeling  of  loss. 

We  flowed  our  heads  at  the  exercises  as  the  chaplain 
prayed  for  us,  we  listened  as  a  Rhodes  Scholar  designate 
delivered  the  valedictory  address,  we  hung  on  the  words 
of  a  railroad  president  as  he  ])ointed  out  the  value  and 
the  necessity  of  a  liberal  education.  In  our  imaginations 
we  stood  with  the  seniors  as  they  were  presented  for 
graduation,  and  we  bit  our  lips  when  that  class  sang 
"Tlie  Hymn'",  for  our  emotions  w-ere  close  to  the  sur- 
face  (If  this  be  sentimental,  make  the  most  of  It). 

We  with  the  Class  of  1909  have  celebrated  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  our  graduation  from  that  ancient  and 
honorable  institution.  Hampden-Sydney  College. 


Judge  Field  Praises  H-S 
Environment 

Tlie  nomination  of  John  A.  Field,  Jr.,  '32  of  Charles- 
ton ax  federal  judge  for  tlie  southern  district  of  West 
Virginia,  reported  in  the  July  Record,  was  confirmed 
hij  the  United  States  Senate  on  August  12. 

A  long  "profile"  about  the  new  judge  appeared  the 
next  day  in  the  Charleston  Gazette.  We  quote  below  sev- 
eral paragraphs  pertaining  to  his  years  at  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

For  his  higher  education  [Judge  Field]  chose  an  old 
institution  for  men — Hampden-Sydney  College,  deep 
in  the  heart  of  Old  Ylrgiuia. 

The  choice  seemed  like  a  natural  one.  Rev.  Frank 
Brown  of  Bream  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  was 
an  alumnus  of  the  school  [Class  of  1909],  and  Charles- 
ton was  well  represented  there.  Of  the  total  enrollment 
of  250  .students,  about  30  were  from  Charleston. 

To  tills  day  Field  believes  that  the  small  college  was  a 
good  en\'ironment.  a  good  Influencing  factor  on  his 
])ersonality  development. 

He  soon  knew  everyone  in  the  student  body,  and  there 
was  less  discipline  than  in  a  larger  school.  To  use  his 
example,  if  someone  wanted  to  kick  a  football,  he  didn't 
have  to  go  through  some  red  tape  in  the  athletic  de- 
partment to  get  the  ball. 

It  wasn't  fashionable  in  those  days  to  "major'"  in 
something  at  college.  One  simply  got  a  liberal  arts  edu- 
cation with  great  emphasis  on  classical  studies.  Field 
was  told  he  must  take  three  years  of  Greek  or  Latin. 
Having  had  two  years  of  Latin  in  high  school  and 
thinking  that  was  enough  of  a  bad  thing,  he  took 
Greek. 

Field  engaged  in  a  little  campus  politics  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  and  was  elected  vice  president  of  the  student 
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body  in  his  junior  year.  In  the  same  year,  he  was  named 
to  the  ODK  honorary  fraternity. 

His  interest  in  journalism  continued,  and  found  an 
outlet  in  college  squibs  he  wrote  for  the  Farmville 
Herald,  a  weekly  newspaper  published  in  a  town  seven 
miles  from  Hampden-Sydney. 

A  mucli  more  important  thing  happened  in  Farmville. 
There,  in  March  of  1930,  he  met  Miss  Elaine  C.  Goode, 
a  student  in  what  was  then  a  state  teachers  college,  but 
is  now  Longwood  College.  The  introduction  was  brought 
about  l)y  some  "well-intentioned''  fraternity  brothers, 
[.fudge  Field  was  a  member  of  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity, 
as  a  number  of  the  brothers  are  proud  to  point  out. 
Miss  (ioode  and  the  future  judge  were  married  un  April 
I.  193;?].  .  . 

In  his  mind's  eye  is  what  may  be  termed  the  "lawyer's 
ideal"  of  a  judge. 

"A  judge,"  said  Field,  "fulfills  his  responsibility  to 
the  cause  of  justice  if  he  conducts  a  court  to  which  any 
attorney  can  come,  secure  in  the  feeling  that  he  will  get 
a  full  and  impartial  consideration  of  the  case,  that  he 
will  get  the  best  that  the  judge  can  give  him — an  honest 
determination  of  the  case." 

That's  the  kind  of  judge  that  Field  wants  to  be.  Then' 
iii-i'  ina]iy  who  expect  him  to  attain  that  ideal  in  striiie. 


Dr.  Henneman's  Abiding 
Influence 

The  late  John  Bell  Ileiineinan.  was  professor  of  Eng- 
lish at  Hanipden-iSydney  from  1SS9  to  JSil-i.  While  not 
an  almniius  of  Ilampden-Sydney,  lie  and  his  family 
lontinued  to  maintain  close  ties  with  the  College.  His 
two  sons,  Joltn  B.  Henueman,  '20,  of  New  York  and 
Prof.  Richard  H.  Henneman,  '20,  of  tlie  Univer.'iity  of 
Virginia  are  distinguished  Hanipden-i^ydney  graduates. 

Dr.  Henneman  went  from  Ilampden-Sydney  to  the 
University  of  the  Soutli  as  professor  of  English.  The 
manner  in  which  the  influence  of  a  great  teacher  is 
perpetuated  from  one  generation  to  another  is  well  ilhis- 
I rated  by  these  sentences  drawn  from  ttie  address  de- 
livered at  the  1957  opening  convocation  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  by  the  Fd.  Rev.  R.  Bland  Mitctiell, 
Bishop  of  Arka7isas  19-38-1936  and  Cliancellor  of  the 
University  1950-1956. 

"This  is  not  an  invitation  to  you  freshmen  to  turn 
jiious  overnight.  It  IS  an  invitation  to  exercise  that 
reverence  concerning  the  sanctities  of  life  which 
Sewanee  will  hold  before  you,  which  will  give  you  the 
insight  into  the  ideals  and  objectives  for  which  this 
Christian  institution  of  learning  stands.  My  freshman 
Englisli  course  here  was  devoted  mainly  to  interpreting 
to  us  what  it  means  to  be  'a  Sewanee  man'.  The  heart 
and  substance  of  it  was  (and  I  quote  Dr.  John  Bell 
Henneman  verbatim)  :  '(ientlemen,  gentlemen,  for 
(iod's  sake  BE  something,  (ientlemen,  gentlemen,  for 
(iod's  sake  DO  something.'  To  which  that  wi.se  professor 
and  profound  scholar  added,  'Sewanee  can  send  a  man 
to  hell  quicker  than  any  place  I  know  of  if  he  wants 
to  go  there.'  And  the  longer  I  live  the  more  I  know  how- 
true  that  is.  Our  class  learned  much  at  the  feet  of  that 
Christian  gentlemen  and  consummate  master  of  Eng- 
lisli during  our  four  years — but  nothing  of  more  value 
than  that  fresliman  English  course  on  what  this  ]dace 
could  do  for  us  if,  through  reverence  for  'holy  ground'. 


we  would  develop  that  discernment — that  ability  to 
weigh  and  sift  and  evaluate —  which  leads  to  an  under- 
standing of  the  eternal  verities  of  life  and  the  power 
to  live  life  more  abundantly  through  the  grace  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour,  .Jesus  Christ." 


Calvin  W.  Warfield  Receives 
Army  Medal 

CaJri)!  ir.  Warfield,  '50,  Street  Floor  Service  Man- 
ager of  Miller  and  Rhoads  in  Richmond,  Virginm,  has 
recently  been  awarded  the  Army  medal  for  distinguished 
meritorious  service.  The  following  story  is  reprinted 
from  the  Rich iiiiiiiil  News  Leader  of  Thursdai/,  Jane 
25,  1959. 

Since  January  army  officials  had  a  medal  to  give 
Calvin  Norwoofl  Warfield  .Jr.  tor  distinguished  meritor- 
ious service,  but  they  couldn't  find  him. 

.\fter  a  futile  attempt  in  California,  they  finally 
located  him  here.  And  last  Monday  the  presentation 
of  the  commendation  medal  for  service  in  the  field  of 
missile  mathematics  was  made  by  Lt.  Col.  Gerald  M. 
O'Xeill,  commanding  officer  of  the  United  States  Army 
Recruiting  Main  Station. 

For  nearly  two  years  Warfield  tackled  complicated 
foi'mulas  dealing  with  atomic  counter-attack  missiles 
and  finally  came  uj)  with  an  answer  the  army  had  lieen 
trying  to  figiire  out. 

Warfield,  who  takes  to  mathematics  like  a  country  boy 
takes  to  a  watermelon  patch  on  a  hot  day,  was  selected 
by  the  army  (when  he  went  in  service)  to  work  at  the 
missile  proving  base  at  White  Sands,  N.  M. 

"There  was  nothing  to  do  at  first,"  the  former  en- 
listed man  mused,  ''because  no  one  would  trust  me  with 
anything  important.  So  they  gave  me  an  old  problem 
which  no  one  had  been  able  to  solve  and  thought  that 
would  keep  me  out  of  trouble.'" 

The  army  hadn't  been  able  to  determine  a  formula 
for  calculating  from  radar  information  the  source  of  an 
approaching  missile,  he  explained. 

If  such  an  equation  could  be  solved,  he  added,  it 
would  make  it  possible  for  a  counter-missile  to  destrov 
an  enemy  launching  site  before  additional  missiles  could 
be  launched. 

Warfield  said  the  problem  was  considered  impossible 
by  experts.  But  after  about  31  months,  the  24-year-old 
Hampden-Sydney  College  graduate  came  up  with  the 
answer. 

"I  had  to  rely  on  theory  to  a  large  extent,"  he  con- 
tinued. "I  tried  every  formula  available,  in  every  pos- 
sible combination.  There  were  a  lot  of  near  misses  and 
I  thought  sometimes  I  would  never  get  it.'' 

For  his  work  he  was  given  the  certificate  of  achieve- 
ment by  the  White  Sands  Signal  Corjis  commanding  of- 
ficer. 

But  since  his  discharge  from  the  army  last  January, 
officials  had  been  trying  to  locate  Warfield  to  give  him 
the  commendation  medal. 

Born  in  North  Carolina.  Warfield  has  sjient  most  of 
his  life  in  Virginia. 

He  came  to  Richmond  three  months  before  being 
called  into  the  army  and  returned  after  his  discharge. 
He  works  at  Miller  &  Rhoads  and  lives  with  his  wife, 
Shirlev.  and  their  six-week-old  son.  Calvin  HI.  at  6824

A  clipping  from  an  1S96  is-nie  of  the  old  Ilichinond 
Dispatch  points  up  an  iiiteresting  contrast  between  the 
attitudes  toward  college  dramatics  in  that  year  and 
during  the  era  of  President  Cashing,  in  the  lS20's.  The 
clipping,  recently  received  from  John  Bell  Henneman, 
'20,  of  New  York  City,  is  a  Letter  to  the  Editor,  and 
■was  headed  "'The  Play's  the  Thing' — An  Interesting 
Reminisce  nee  of  Early  Hampden-Sidney ."  It  is  printed 
here  in  its  entirety. 

To  THE  Editor  of  the  Disp-\tcie: 

I  have  before  me  a  paper  headed,  "Order  of  E.xercises 
for  the  Piihlit:  Performance  at  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege, April  28.  1825."'  Among  the  speakers  on  that  oc- 
ca,sion  are  the  following  well-known  gentlemen :  Wil- 
liam A.  Daniel,  who  delivered  the  Latin  oration; 
Theodorick  Pryor,  whose  subject  was  "The  influence  of 
the  Feudal  System  on  Literature";  Thomas  Atkinson, 
who  spoke  on  "The  French  Revolution";  and  Isaac 
Read,  whose  subject  was  "The  influence  of  Foreign 
Literature."  After  an  intermission  of  half  an  hour, 
W.  W.  Hudson  delivered  the  Greek  oration  on  "The  In- 
fluence of  Pericles's  Administration  on  the  Political 
Character  of  Greece";  a  dialogue  was  recited  by  Fresh- 
men Charles  Irving  and  Beverly  Crump;  a  poem  on 
"Liberia"  was  rendered  by  Junior  Andrew  Hart;  an 
oration  on  "The  Love  of  Fame"  was  delivered  by  Senior 
Hugh  A.  Garland,  and  "A  Satirical  Oration  on  Objur- 
gatory Remarks"  by  Senior  J.  J.  Royal,  Perhaps,  how- 
ever, the  most  notable  thing  in  the  whole  programme 
was  a  forensic — "Is  the  Tendency  of  Theatrical  Repre- 
sentations Injurious  to  Society?"  —  by  Sophomore 
Charles  L.  Mosby  and  W.  B.  Tinsley.  This  discussion  is 
worthy  of  S|)ecial  remark,  because  it  led  perhaps  to  such 
further  inquiry  as  finally  resulted  in  the  settlement  of 
the  question  so  far  as  Hampden-Sidney  is  concerned  in 
file  negative,  for  in  a  few  years  we  find  such  "representa- 
tions" a  substantial  part  of  the  annual  spring  exhibi- 
tions. The  earliest  of  these  shown  by  accessible  records 
occurred  in  the  year  1829.  when  both  a  tragedy  and 
comedy  —  each  written  by  a  student  of  the  college  • — 
was  acted  on  the  chapel  stage.  The  ])rogramme  of  tiiese 
is  copied  exactly,  and  is  as  follows :

These  jilays  were  written  and  acted  five  years 
after  Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  four  years  after 
the  University  of  X'irginia  were  opened  for  students. 
Dr.  Jonathan  P.  Cushing  was  then  president  of  the  col- 
lege. Tlie  question  naturally  presents  itself  whether  the 
discontinuance  of  such  exercises  does  not  mark  rather 
retrogradation  than  advance  in  educational  methods. 
Tile  late  Professor  S.  0.  Southall.  Rev.  J.  M.  P.  Atkin- 
son, D.D.,  and  Rev.  B.  M.  Smith,  D.D.  —  all  of  them 
eminent  men  and  educators  —  always  spoke  of  these 
exercises,  which  were  common  in  their  days  at  college, 
with  delight,  and  insisted  that  their  educational  efl'ect 
was  in  the  highest  degree  valuable.  There  is.  perhaps, 
too  much  tendency  in  colleges  at  present  to  dwell  on  dry 
detail  and  abstractions,  and  to  substitute  cram  for  a 
living,  and  sympathetic  appreciation  of  the  subjects 
studied.  As  a  youth  acquires  knowledge  he  ought  to 
formulate  and  use  his  acquisitions,  and  this  part  of 
education  seems  to  have  been  much  more  completely 
kejit  in  view  by  his  instructors  sixty  or  seventy  years 
ago  than  now.  The  oiiject  in  education  ought  to  be  not 
merely  to  make  scholars,  but  men ;  well-furnished,  ready, 
useful  men,  and  to  this  end  from  the  very  beginning  of 
their  scholastic  training  students  ought  to  be  encouraged 
to  the  independent  use  of  their  powers,  and  as  they  gain 
knowledge  to  employ  it  for  the  profit  and  pleasure  of 
others.  It  will  be  a  good  day  for  Virginia  and  country  at 
large  if  a  nearer  approximation  to  some  of  the  obsolete 
methods  of  the  olden  time  can  be  reintroduced  into  our 
colleges.
